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INTRODUCTION. 


About eighteen months ago a list of the G-npta coins in the 
Lucknow Provincial Museum was drawn up by Babu Prayag 
Dayal, Supervisor of the Museum, for the use of the Secretary of 
the Coin Committee. An enquiry having been made by the 
Director- Q-eneral of Archaeology whether lists of the various 
classes of coins in the Museum could be supplied to him for 
the use of decipherers of Trove in the different Provinces, the 
Committee of the Museum determined to have this list of 
Gupta coins published in India, and I was asked to edit it. The 
idea of the Committee was that students and collectors would 
welcome it as a work of reference — while it was obvious that 
a more elaborate publication was unnecessary since Mr. John 
Allan’s catalogue of the coins of the Gupta Dynasties in the 
British Museum was likely to remain a standard work and 
fully supply all essential materials for a study of that branch of 
Indian numismatics for many years to come. On Mr. Allan’s 
catalogue I have based this list. I have used his admirable 
arrangement of types, and adopted his descriptions of the 
coins. 

The list prepared by Babu Prayag Dayal has been revised, 
the descriptions have been carefully compared with the original 
coins and a certain number of alterations made. 

' Eeproduction of the Gupta script being out of the question, 
transliteration was a necessity, and I haVe chosen English rather 
than Nagari for the purpose as likely to be more generally 
aoceptable. The method I have adopted in reproducing the 
legends in English letters needs some explanation. Where the 
coin legends have been fixed beyond doubt I have inserted vowel 
marks for convenience of reading, whether those marks appear 
oh the coins or have been cut, as they so frequently are oh 
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these coins. Then I have marked off by hyphens the letter 
or group of letters in English which stand for a single Gupta 
symbol, so that the number of symbols on each coin may 
be seen at a glance ; and since legends on gold coins are usually 
divided into two portions at the bottom of the coin I have 
inserted two parallel vertical lines, thus li, to mark such 
division. In this way both the number of letters and their 
arrangement can be seen without difficulty. 

A lithographed plate of symbols has been added, but it 
has been impossible to illustrate the coins. 

The cabinet of coins in the Lucknow Museum has been in 
the process of formation since 1884. Acquisitions of Gupta 
coins have come mostly from Treasure Trove. Previously to 
1901 no detailed record of acquisitions was kept ; the prove- 
nance of most coins which entered the cabinet before 1901 is, 
therefore, unknown ; where it is known, the ciroumstanbes and 
date of the find have been lost. The following finds have 
occurred since 1901 : —

The two most important of these have been fully described, 
the Mirzapur find by Mr. R. Burn, O.S.I., in Num. Ohrcn. 
1910, pages 3.98 — 408, wi^h Plate XIV, and the Ballia find by 
Mr. W. E. M. Campbell in Num. Supplement XXII. §1.26, 
pages 174—177, with Plate II ; they have also been mentioned 
in British Museum Catalogue ^ Ihtroduction, p^ge CXXIV, 
and coins from the former have been included in the 
body of that catalogue with . several illustrations in the 
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plates. A number of other districts will be found given as 
provenances in the list, among them Basti to which eight 
rather important coins of Kumaragupta are assigned, but I 
know no details. The provenance Lucknow probably means 
that the coins were purchased there^even when not specifically 
so stated. There are in this collection a few coins constituting 
varieties not mentioned in Mr. Allan’s catalogue which perhaps 
call for special notice. No. 74 is a new variety of Candragupta 
II’s Archer Type : it is no. 4 in Mr. Burn’s article on the 
Mirzapur find, and seems to have escaped Mr. Allan’s notice. 
Its obverse corresponds with that of class I var. y in the 
British Museum Catalogue, but on the reverse Laksmxis seated 
on a lotus instead of on a throne,^ I have classed it as var. e. 
A note on this coin has been sent by Babu Prayag Dayal to the 
Numismatic Supplement to the Asiatic Society of Bengal. 
The new variety of Candragupta II’s Couch Type (no. 75) 
has been fully described by Pandit Hirananda Shastri in Num- 
ismatic Supplement XXIX, §184j page 163, though his 
description differs from mine on one minor point (vide note on 
no. 75). Coin no. 108, belonging to Kumaragupta I’s Horseman 
Type, class I, has both obverse and reverse as var. 0 but the 
inscription of var. y. I have called it var. 6 (1). It was found 
in Basti district. Coin no. 113 of the same type as the preced- 
ing but belonging to class II is of pale gold and rather heavy 
(weighing 127*5 grains). It came from Fyzabad.- Except for 
a difference in the form of the lotus in the goddess’s hand the 
style, is that of var. a, but the inscription appears to be quite 
. different. Unfortunately, although a large part of it is on the 
coin, I have been unable to read it ; air bubbles remaining 
between the die and the metal at the time of striking have 
apparently blurred the letters. The legends on nos. 117-118 
of Kamaragupta’s Peacock Type, var. 8, also from Basti, con- 
firm Pandit HirSnanda Shastri’s reading of J'ayafi Bvagunair 
gtinamH for the first part of the obverse legend (cf. Numismatic 
Supplement XKIX, page 164). 
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I have ventured in one small matter to depart from Mr. 
Allan’s arrangement of the coins. In Candragupta II’s Archer 
Type, class II, var. B , presuming that he has arranged the coins 
chronologically, he places coins on the reverse of which the 
goddess holds a lotus with a short stalk before those on which 
the lotus has a long stalk. This collection contains a fine 
series of variety B of class II, and from a study of these it 
seems to me that the ^ long stark coins are earlier than the 
‘ short stalk ’ coins. I have, therefore, reversed Mr. Allan s 
order in arranging them. 

The Lucknow collection is fairly representative as regards 
the gold coins of the Guptas - especially those of Samudra- 
gupta and Candragupta II. Every type of the former^ is 
represented and of the varieties enumerated in the British 
.Museum Catalogue only five are wanting. It possesses five 
specimens of the A&vamedha type. The gem of the collection 
is no. 88, the unique specimen of the ‘ Swordsman ’ variety of 
Candragupta II’s Lion-Slayer Type. The gold series of the 
later Gupta Sovereigns is weaker ; among these, however, is a 
specimen of the rare Bull Type attributed to Virasena. The 
not uncommon silver currency of Candragupta II and , his 
successors is represented by only fifteen coins : of copper there 
are only'um© specimens.

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The ooins of the Mauhharis and of PratapaMa and 
^iladitya have also been included in this catalogue. Of these 
all except no, 2 of i&anavarman, the provenance of which is 
unknown, came from the ' hoard of 522 silver ooins found in 
1904 in the village of Bhitaura in the Pyzabad district. They 
have been fully described by Mr. E. Burn in J. E. A. S. 1906, 
pages 843—850 (with plate) and references are given to that 
article in the body of this Catalogue. The dates deciphered 
by Mr. Burn in these coins are, as he admits, doubtful. Per- 
sonally I should hesitate to accept any except the 31 and 33 on 
the coins of Siladitya without further corroborative evidence. 

Pandit Hirananda ^astri in his article on the Haraha 
inscription of I&anavarman, Epigraph. Ind., July 1917, page 
113, has suggested that 67 rather than 57 should be read on 
Avantivarman’s coins, which Mr. Burn himself admits to be 
possible. Eor the significance of these dates and the eras to 
which they belong reference is invited to the two articles 
already mentioned. The attribution of the coins to - the 
Maukharis-, l§anavarman, Sarvavarman and Avantivarman 
is beyond dispute. Mr. Burn’s assignation of the coins of 
Pratapasila and Siladitya to Prabhakara-Vardhana and Harsa 
Vardhana of Thanelar has been challenged only by Dr. A. P. E. 
Hoernle in J. E. A. S. 1909, page 446. To enter into the 
question in detail, here is irdpossible : in support. of Mr. Burn’s 
contention it may be said that the coins of all the five kings 
catalogued here represent a progressive or rather deteriorating 
series. The Maukharis we know were closely related to the 
Thape&ar kings, Harsa-Yardhana being brother-in-law to 
Avantivarman. It seems possible therefore that the 
sovereignty passed about the end of the sixth century from 
the Maukharis to the Thape§ar kings. It is, of course, possible 
that the Pratapafeila and Siladitya coins were struck by one 
king, i.e., Harsa, but as each of the three preceding types were 
struck by a difierent ruler, it seems better to adopt Mr. Burn’s 
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attribution to Prabhakara and Harsa. The crescent which 
appears on all these coins seems to have been derived from the 
coins of the White Huns who copied it from the Sassanian 
series. 

I have already explained my indebtedness to Mr. Allan’s 
admirable British Museum Catalogue. To Babu Prayag Dayal 
I am indebted both for a great saving of labour in being able 
to use his list and for continual help throughout the compila- 
tion of this little work. I trust it will serve the very humble 
purpose for which it is intended, ,
